French Bases 


Possession of convenient bases 
on the French coast has added a 
whole fleet of surface raiders — 
ships of high speed, and some of 
them of great gun power, which 
prey disastrously upon the com- 
merce between Britain and 
America.

France, huge fleets of heavy bom- |

Japan could 
not help Russia in Europe if she 
wanted to, and Hitler do¢s not 
Need the help of Japan for such 
a Purpose. 

The end, therefore, of this deal 
between Russia and Japan which 
tightens the circle around us, 
leaves Russia quite as likely an 
object of attack by Hitler as she 
was before the deal was made, 
and leaves Japan free from any 
Russian interference in the Far

est comes from Europe and not 
from North America. We fail to 
give due consideration to the size 
and significance of the subversive, 
pro-Nazi elements in many of the 
countries in that region—subyer- 
sive elements that would speedily 
promote revolutionary chaos to 
the advantage of the Axig itself. 

Many of us fail to face what it 
will mean to our security if the 
Axis powers once gained a foot- 
hold close to our borders. We ig- 
nore what that might mean to fe 
safety of the Panama Canal, the 
most vital line of communigation 
under the American flag. Too 
few of us realise, and still fewer 
acknowledge, the size of the dis- 
aster to American hemispheric 
safety if Germany, already the 
conqueror of France. should es- 
tablish herself in Dakar, a French 
colonial possession, From there, 
with her surface ships, submar- 
ines and long-range bombers, a 
victorious Germany could suh- 
stantially cut us off from all com- 
merce with South America and 
muke of the Monroe Doctrine a 
scrap of paper.

“Some commentators stafe that 
the Soviet-Japanese pact practi- 
cally is directed against Ger- 
many,” it sald. “Others, on the 
contrary, assert that it was signed 
allegedly under direct pressure of 
Germany. 

“It is hardly necessary to prove 
that there is no grain of truth in 
any of these assertions,” 

In its review of the Soviet- 
Japanese agreement, “Pravda” 
dleclosed in detall for the first 
tlme the history of the negotla- 
tlons leading to Its eianing on 
April 13 by Yosuke Matsuoka. 
Japanese Foreign Minister, and 
Vyachesiaff M. Molotoff, Rus- 
tlan Premier and Forelgn Com- 
misear, 

The newspaper said that Japan 
had refused the original Soviet 
proposal for a non-aggression pact 
ten years ago, The matter was not 
again raised until Ju'y, 1940. when 
Shigenori Togo, Japanese Ambas- 
sador to Moscow, proposed a neu- 
trality agreement. The Soviet 
Government approved in prin- 
ciple. but its conclusion was de- 
layed by negotiation gn specific 
terms.

Dr, Clark also went Into the 
bullding and through the flames 
to try resoue some of the guests, 
of whom there were thirty or 
forty in the hotel at the time. 
“She had always been most par- 

ticular to keep a. record of the 
people there,” the superintendent | 
told me. “She made a point of 
knowing who was in which room 
In case of trouble in a blitz.” 

Another heroine of this fire was 
a pretty auburn-haired waitress, 
Miss Lilian Brady. 

“A terrible crackling noise woke 
me,” she said. “I realised the’ 
place was ablaze, and jumped out 
of bed and ran around knocking 
peop'e up. When it got too hot, I 
climbed out of a downstairs win- 
dow.” 

The proprietress of the hotel, 
Mrs. Doris Ponting, lost her life 
in the fire. She escaped when 
the alarm was first given, but 
insisted on golng back to help 
with the rescue work.

and Japan so disagreeable 
American and British ‘commenta- 
tors,’"" "Pravda" declared. 


The article said that the ‘same 
fervor” had béen shown in foreign 
press discussions as to whether 
the new pact meant an improve- 
ment or worsening in Russia's re- 
lations with Germany. 


“Some commentators state that 
the Soviet-Japanese pact practi- 
cally is directed against Ger- 
many.” it said. “Others, on the 
contrary, assert that it was signed 
allegedly under direct pressure of 
Germany. 


“It is hardly necessary to prove 
that there is no grain of truth in 
uny of these assertions.” 


In its review of the Soviet- 
Japanese agreement, “Pravda” 
disclosed in detail for the first 
time tte history of the negotia- 
tlons teading to its signing on 
April 13 by Yosuke Matsuoka, 
Japanese Foreign Minister, and 
Vyachesiaff M. Molotoff, Rus- 
slan Premier and Foreign Com- 
missar. 


The newspaper said that Japan 
had, refused the original Soviet 
proposal for a non-aggression pact 
ten years ago. The matter was not 
again raised until July. 1940, when 
Shigenori Togo, Japanese Ambas- 
sador to Moscow, proposed a neu- 
trality agreement. The Soviet 
Government approved in prin- 
ciple, but its conclusion was de- 
layed by negotiation on specific 
terms. 


In October, 1940, the new 
Japanese Ambassador, Yoshitsugu 
Tatekawa, proposed a non-aggres- 
sion pact patterned after the 
Soviet-German treaty of 1939, 
“Pravda” said. However the Soviet 
Government replied that it pre- 
ferred a bilateval neutrality agree- 
ment similar to the Soviet-Ger- 
man pact signed in 1926, and the 
new treaty followed this pattern.

Japan could 
not help Russia in Europe if she 
wanted to, and Hitler does not 
Need the help of Japan for such 
a purpose. 

The end, therefore, of this deal 
between Russia and Japan which 
tightens the circle around us, 
leaves Russia quite as likely an 
object of attack by Hitler as she 
was before the deal was made, 
and leaves Japan free from any 
Russian interference in the Far 
East. Summed up in military 
terms, the Russo-Japanese agree- 
ment makes Japan more secure 
as she pursues her dream of dom- 
ination of all Eastern Asia and 
leaves Russia no stronger in the 
event of an attempted Nazi seizure 
of the Ukraine,

In our fatuous complacency we 
ignore that in the present eco- 
nomic set-up the tug of self-inter- 
est comes from Europe and not 
from North America. We fail to 
give due consideration to the size 
and significance of the subversive, 
pro-Nazi elements in many of the 
countries in that region—subver- 
slve elements that would speedily 
promote — revolutionary chaos to 
the advantage of the Axis Itself. 

Many of us fail to face what it 
will mean to our security if the 
Axis powers once gafned a foot- 
hold close to our borders. We ig- 
nore What that might mean to the 
safety of the Panama Canal, the 
tnost vital line of communication 
under the American flag. Tov 
few of us realise, and still fewer 
acknowledge, the size of the dis-
